the World calls Divinity, which I am 

not poſſeſs'd of. Neither will I pre- 
4 ſo far, as to ſay, That his Lord. 
Tip has advanc'd nothing but the 
Truth: tho' you have not yet con- 
vinced me of any Error in his Dit 
courſe. 


That Collection of Writings, which 
we receive under the Denomination of 
| The Scriptures, contains ſo great a Va- |

riety of Matter in as great a Diver- 
ſity of Style, and is ſo obſcure in many 
Places, ſo liable to different Interpre- 


tations in ſome, and ſo chequered with 
ſeeming Contradictions in others; that 


hitherto thoſe Perſons, who make it 
their Profeſſion to ſtudy them, and 
would claim the ſole Right of inter- 
preting them, have either not been a- 
ble, or have not been willing to come to 
any Agreement about the Meaning of 


them. This has induced me, for my 
private Satisfaction, to lay aſide my 


Curioſity, and become a plain Reader 
of the Bible: and without regard to 
either the Fathers, the Commentators, 
or any Particular Sect of Chriſtians, 


to regulate my Faith and my Practice by 
the main Drift and Scope of the Sacred 


Writings, more particularly the Go- 
ſpels; in which the glorious Character 
and the wholeſome Doctrines of Jeſus 
Chriſt are expreſs'd with the utmoſt 
Simplicity and Clearneſs. 


n — 
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This Turn of Mind has naturally 
diſpoſed me to look upon all the dif. 
ferent Chriſtian Churches, which have 
appeared in the World ſince the Time 
of the Apoſtles, to be mere human 
Tnſtitutions, founded partly upon Scrip- 
ture Authority, and partly upon the 
Prejudices and Paſſions of Men: And 
_ conſequently to conclude, that all 
Churches, whether National, or not, 
retain a Mixture of Truths and Errors; 
are more or leſs pure, in proportion 
as the Ambition and Intereſts of this 
Life have uſurped upon the genuine 
Doctrines of the Goſpel of Chriſt. And 
yet for all this, I do not think it a 
Commendable Thing in any Man to 
ſeparate himſelf from- the Worſhip and 
Communion of his National Church 
for Trifles. But if thoſe Things, which 
ſeem but Trifles to me, do not appear 
ſo to another Man, I do not ſee any 
thing leſs, than a Perſwaſion of my 
own Infallibility, that can juſtify me 
in diſtreſſing him for his Opinions in 

Mäat- 
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Matters of Religion : neither will even 
That excuſe me, if I follow the Exam- 


ple of Chriſt, who we may be ſure 
Was infallible. 


What 1 have thus far premiſed is 


neither a direct Anſwer to any Thing 


you have advanced in your Letter, 


nor a direct Vindication, of any Clauſe 


in the Sermon you have attacked. And 
yet it may perhaps open your Mind 


ſo as to make you ſee the one and 


the other in Lights different from thoſe 
in which they have appeared to you. 


Your firſt Charge againſt my Lord 
of Bangor is, in Effect, that he recom- 


mends Indolence and Inattention as 


Excellencies in Prayer: Whereas to 
me he ſeems only to condemn En- 


thuſiaſm, and to repreſent Prayer as 
a reaſonable At of Devotion. And 


the Texts you have quoted do not 


carry it farther: neither was the A- 
— gony our Saviour was in, when he

prayed, the Effect of his Prayer, but 
of his Paſſion and Sufferings. Cer- 
tainly a Petitioner upon any Occaſi- 
on may be very earneſt, without u- 
{ing either the Geſture or the Lan- 
guage of a Mad-Man. Then you 
wonder his Lordſhip ſhould not at 
leaſt, for fear of being miſunderſtood 
by ſuch, I ſuppoſe, as are reſolved 
to miſunderſtand him) throw in an 
Expreſſion or two to guard the Un- 
wary againſt any Poſſibility of be- 
ing led into a Miſtake. This puts me 
in Mind of a lazy, cunning Varlet 
1 once ſent upon a Meſſage, that re- 
quired ſome Expedition; but cauti- 
oned him, not to ride ſo inconſiderate- 
ly as to break his Neck and endan- 
ger my Horſe: Upon which the Fel- 
low grew fo very wile, and ſeemingly 
punctual to my Orders, that he walk. 
ed the Horſe going and coming, and, 
when I chid him for his delay, turned 
the Blame upon me, 


Your 
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Your ſecond Charge (which you 
have drawn out into Twelve Pages) 
againſt the Biſhop is, That we are 
taught by his Lordſhip to receive no 
Commands from any Saperiours, whether 
Spiritual or Temporal, whether in Caſes 


lawful or unlanful, in Matters relating to 
Conſcience, 


The beſt and plaineſt Anſwer, I 
can make you to this Charge, will be 
by giving you an unprejudiced Ab- 
ſtract of thoſe Pages in the Sermon, 
upon which you have formed it. Af- 
ter the Introductory Paragraphs, the 
Biſhop takes Occaſion from the Words 
of his Text to diſcourſe upon Two 
General Heads. The Firft of which 
is, That Chriſt alone is the King and 
the Sole Law-giver in his Church or 
Ringdom: and that in the Affairs of 
Conſcience and eternal Salvation, no 
Man upon Earth has any Authority, 
The Second is, That the Rewards 
and

and Puniſhments promiſed by Chrif 
to his Subjects are not Temporal, but 
Eternal: And conſequently, that his 
Kingdom is not of this World, Both 
which Propoſitions are very clearly 
made cut to my artleſs Apprehenſion. 


From theſe two General Heads his 
Lordſhip draws three Inferences. Firſt, 
that the groſſeſt Miſtakes about the 
Nature of Chriſt's Kjnzdom or Church 
have ariſen from hence, that Men have 
argued from wiſible Societies and viſible 
Kingdoms of this World, to what ought 
to be viſible and ſenſpble in his Kingdom. 
Secondly, That They only are the true 
Subjects of Chriſt, who endeavour to 
conform themſelves to his Laws and 
Will, as delivered by him in the Goſ- 
pels; and do not derogate from his 
Authority, by relying upon the Judg- 
ments and Opinions of Men. Thirdly, 
That it deſtroys the Rule and Authori- 
ty of Jeſus Chriſt, as Ring, to ſet up any 
Autberity in bis Kingdom, to which 

his 


. 

his Subjects are indiſpenſably and ab. 
ſolutely obliged to ſubmit their Con- 
ſciences or their Conduct, in what is 
properly called Religion. 


Now in the fair and equitable 
way of arguing, your Buſineſs had been 
to conſider the Truth or Falſhood of 
theſe Propoſitions, one by one; and 
not to draw up a General Charge, ſo 
worded as to frighten ignorant and 
well-meaning Chriſtians, 


There is a notorious Fallacy in your 
Aſſertion, and no Occaſion given for 
it in any Clauſe of the Sermon to a 
jucdicious and candid Reader. 1» Ca- 
ſes lawful or unlawful, in Matters rela- 
ting to Conſcience : ſo ends your Charge. 
Whereas if you had valued the Repu- 
tation of a faithful Interpreter, and of 
ſo doing to another, as you would he ſhould 
do unto you, it would have been requi- 
lite to add a few Words more to the 
Sentence. This I ſhall do for you, and 

leave 
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[ 16 1] 
leave you to judge, whether it had not 
been better, you had done it of your 
own accord. In Caſes lawful or unlam- 


ful, in Matters relating to Conſcience ; 


provided we are verily perſwaded thoſe 
Commands are contrary to the expreſs Will 


ef God. This is plainly the Meaning 
of the Biſhop; and this is a Meaning, 


which I hope you will not contradict. 
But nothing leſs would ſatisfy you, it 
ſeems, than to make his Lordſhip ut- 
ter Abſurdities, and to ſay, it is the 
Duty of a Chriſtian to refuſe Obedience 


to the Commands of his Superiours, for 


no other Reaſon, but becauſe they are 


the Commands of his Superiours. 


Your Third Charge apainſt the Bi- 


| ſhop of Bangor is, that he ſtrikes at 


the Authority of the King and Parlia- 
ment; at the Acts for preventing, Oc- 


caſional Conformity and Schiſm, and the 


Acts for ſecuring the Proteſtant Suceſſion. 
As this Charge, taken all together, is 
of a ey dangerous Conſequence, 

(and

(and more than probably meant as 
ſuch) I think the Perſon, who takes 
upon him (of his own free Will) to 
make it in ſo publick a Manner, and | 
to ſubſcribe his Name and Titles to 
it at length, againſt a Peer of the 
Realm, ought in Juſtice and Prudence, 
to give very evident Arguments to ſup- 
port his Allegation ; and that without 
being called upon to do it, becauſe his 
Accuſation was voluntary, and no part 2 
of his Duty. This you have- not yet 
been pleaſed to do: and I believe you ” 
will find it a very difficult Enterprize 
to bring the Legiſlative Power into ſo 
uncharitable a way of interpreting the 
Writings of any Man, who is of an 
unblemiſhed Character, and much leſs 
| thoſe of a very learned Prelate, whoſe 
Whole Life and Actions are inoffen- 
ſive, and who has ſignalized himſelf 
by an uninterrupted Obedience to the 
Laus of his Country, and an unweary'd 
Duty to his King. 
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Suppoſe you do inter from the Te- 
nour of the Sermon, that no Prince 
or State has any Right from Jeſus 
Chriſt, to compel the Conſciences of 
the People in Matters purely Religi- 
ous : Does it therefore follow, that 
the Authority of any Prince, State, or 


earthly Power is arraigned? Do I 


deny the Omnipotence of God, when 
I humbly affirm, that he cannot per- 


form Contradictions ? Or do I expreſs 


my ſelf agreeably to Reaſon and Chri- 


ſtianity, if I ſhould ſay, Queen Mary 
had a Right and Authority from the 
_ Goſpels to burn Hereticks, as the Mar- 


tyrs in her Days were termed ? 


In the next Place, if a Parliament, 


ſurprized into over-haſty Reſolutions, 
or miſs- led by artful and ill 1 
Members, ſhould in conſequence of 
* this, prevail upon their Sovereign to 


give the Royal Aſſent to any Bill or | 


"Bills, which afcerwards ſhall appear to 


be | 
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be prejudicial to the Good of the Na- 


tion, or contrary to the plain Precepts 
of Chriſtianity ; will any Man of Can- 
dour arraign me as a Contemner of 
the Power of Parliaments, if he hap- 


pens to infer from a Diſcourſe of 


mine, that I think ſuch and ſuch Laws 
ought to be repealed, or amended ? 
Do we not know, that it has been, 
and is the Practice of Parliaments to 


abrogate, ſuſpend, alter and new- 


model old Laws, as well as to make 
new ones ? 


That a your Charge, which 
relates to the Proteſtant Succeſſion, fills 


me with Indignation : and my Heart 


is the warmer in its Reſentments, be- 


cauſe your Prevarication in this Point 


is by ſo much the more groſs, as this 


Branch of your Accuſation more ma- 


nifeſtly tends to involve his Lordſhip 
in the Guilt of High-Treaſon. Does 
it becomes a Man, who is a Graduate 
in Divinity, and has the Honour of 


C3: being 


AD]: 

being Chaplain to his Majeſty, to pre- 
tend to be ignorant of the. Reaſon, 
why the Diſſenters are treated with 
greater Indulgence by our Laws, than 
the Papiſts! Muſt I be obliged to tell 
him, that it is not from a Principle only 
of Religion, but likewiſe of Policy ? 
The Diſſenters have given the King 
and Government ſuch Pledges of their 
Allegiance, Fidelity and Submiſſion, 
as the Papiſts never yet did, and never 
can, till they renounce the Authority 
of the Pope. But let us ſuppoſe, that 
the Wiſdom of our Laws in this Ar- 
ticle regarded only the Difference be- 
tween a Popiſh and a Proteſtant Diſſen- 
ter, in Points of Religion: I hope the 
Chaplain of a Proteſtant King will not 
diſown, that a Presbyterian is better than 
a Papiſt. 


In a Word, you have either miſta- 
ken, or wilfully put a wrong Conſtru- 
ction upon the Acts of Settlement and 
Saccelſion. Their intent was not to 
_ ſettle

ſettle the Crown on this or that Prince 
as a Reward for his Religion; nor to 


deprive any Prince of it as a Punifh- 
ment for his Perſwaſion in religious 


Matters: but to provide in the beſt 


manner for the Preſervation of the Re- 
ligion and Liberties of a brave People, 
by diſabling any Popiſh Prince from 


tyrannizing over Them for the future; 
and by ſetting a Proteftant King to rule 


over a Proteſtant Nation; and farther, 
by obliging all ſucceeding Kings of 
England to be not only Proteſtants, but 


likewiſe to conform with the Eſtabliſh- 
ed Church. Laſtly, I think J may ſay 


(without Offence to either Law or Go- 


ſpel) that neither Diſſenters nor Papiſts 


ought to be put under any Hardſhips 


merely for the ſake of their Perſwaſion : 


When they either refuſe to give ſuffici- 


ent Proofs of their Allegiance, or ſhew 


by repeated Acts of any kind, that 
they are reſtleſs to diſturb the Civil 
Government, and to overthrow the 
legal Conſtitution of the ne 
then,

then, and then only, has a Chriſtian 
Magiſtrate a Right to reſtrain, or 
puniſh them by proper Laws. So that 
this complicated Charge of yours a- 
gainſt the Biſhop, black as it is, ſeems 


to me to be Falſe and Groundleſs ; and, 
I believe, I might add Malicious, with- 
out a Breach of Charity, 


Your Fourth and laſt Charge againſt 
the Biſhop is, That the Drift of his 
Argument is not only to ſubvert the 
Government of the Church of England, : 
but all Eccleſiaſtical Polity whatever, 

Whereas in reality, the Drift of his 


Argument is to advance the Chriſtian 


Liberty of the Goſpels, againſt all Ec- 


_ cleſiaſtical and Civil Tyranny ; leaving 


every Sect of Chriſtians to impoſe what 
Terms of Communion they {hall think 

moſt reaſonable and convenient ; pro- 
vided they prove neither hurtful to the 


Civil Government, nor contradictory 


to the Will of God. 


Having 
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Having thus gone through your ſe- 
veral Charges, I come now to make a 
few Remarks, which may ſerve for an 
Anſwer to ſome Extravagant (though 
too generally received) Notions, which 
are either expreſſed here and there in 
your Letter, or will naturally rife from 
it in the Minds of your Readers. 


Firſt then, I muſt obſerve to you, 
That you all along fall into the com- 
mon Error of taking the Clergy for the 
Church; and the Miniſters of the Gofſ- 
pel for the Congregations to whom they 
miniſter, No one will deny the Cler- 
gy to be Members, as well as Miniſters 
of the Church of Chriſt; and, I pre- 
ſume, I need not prove to you, that the 
Laity are by far the greater Number, 
and are as nearly concerned in the Pro- 
miſes of the Goſpel, as the Clergy. The 
Officers are bur a very ſmall Proportion 
of an Army: But a very neceſſary one 
nevertheleſs. However, in a Caſe of 
——————— 


ORE 
Neceſſity, the Body of the Army, 
without their Officers, would be of 
more Weight againſt an Enemy, than 
the. Officers could be, when deſtitute 
of the Body of the Army. 


In the next place, I think it proper to 


acquaint you, that it is by no means a 
fair Concluſion to ſay, that the Church 


of Chriſt is in Confuſion and Diſorder, be- 
cauſe the ſeveral Societies of Chriſtians 
differ in their Method of Diſcipline ; 


no more than it would be to ſay, that 


an Army is in Confuſion, becauſe. the 


Troopers and the Dragoons, the Grana- 


diers and the Muſquetiers differ in their 
Exerciſe and Manner of Fighting. 
They all agree in the End for which 
they bear Arms; which is to reſiſt and 
overcome the Enemy ; and they all ſub- 
mit themſelves to a regular, though 
a diverſify'd Diſcipline. But if {ome 
ſeditious and turbulent Spirits ſhould 
raiſe a Diviſion and Mutiny in the Ar- 


my, by ſpiriting up the Troopers to ſay, 


the 
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2 
the Dragoons were not Soldiers, and the 
Muſquetiers to ſay the Granadiers were 
not Soldiers, becauſe the Diſcipline of 
the former is more ancient; this Pra- 


ctice indeed of ſtirring up ſome Bodies 
of the Army to anſoldier others, would 


ſoon make the braveſt Army a Prey to 
to the Enemy. Wherefore let not the 


Dragoon envy the Trooper his more 
ſightly Horſe and Accoutrements ; ' nei. | 
ther let the Trooper deſpiſe the Dragoon 

for the ſize of his Horſe, and the mean- 
neſs of his Boots; and let not the Muſe 


quetier repine at the portly Stature and 
embroider'd Cap of the Granadier ; nei- 


ther let the Granadier look with an Rye 
of Contempt upon the more lowly ap- 
pearance, and plainer Habit of his Fel- 


low Soldier, the Muſquetier. But let 
the one and the other ſtrive in Unity, 
who ſhall be moſt punctual in obey- 


= ing the Commands of their Leader. 
' Bur above all, let not the Officers 


treat with Diſdain, nor impoſe Hard- 
D ſhips

hips upon the Common Soldiers; as 


= knowing, that rhey are jointly engag- 


ed in the ſame Warfare, that their Lives 
are equally dear to them, and that in 
the Day of Battle the Officers can do 


OY without their Aſſiſtance. 


Aſter this, I 3 10 1 you con- 
- fider; that though you are pleaſed to 


give fome Hints about delegated Pow- 


ers, Vicegebents and a perpetual Suc- 
cefion"6f Men (which is the boaſted 
Topick of the Papiſts Writers) and 
do: but juſt touch upon it, as if a 
Word 56: the Wiſe were Nilficlen and 
tit wered:ſett-evident Truth; yet, give 


me leave to ſay, it ſtill remains a very 


diſputable, not to ſay Chimerical, 
Piece of Orthodoxy amongſt Proteſtants, 
And ſuppoſe it ſhould ſo happen upon 
Enquiry, or ſearching into Charch He- 
raldry (as the Cambridge Addreſs terms 


it) that the Fact ſhould prove anſwera- 
ble to your Wiſhes; I do not foreſee 
what mighty Inferences you could draw 

: from 
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from thence'to the Advantage of Chri- 
ſtianity; unleſs hour Eye be evil, becauſe 


that f our Lord and Saviour is good; 


and that you think the readieſt way to 
make the Kingdom of Chriſt flouriſh and 
prevail over the Face of the whole 
Earth, will be by narrowing the Bounds 

of it, and cuting off at once all the 
_ Chriſtian Colonies from what you may 


think the Main Kingdom. If this be 


your Scheme, I muſt for ever declare 


againſt it; and that I may ſhew the 
Merits of our Two Opinions in as few 


and as plain Words as poſſible, I de- 
fire you to go Halves with me in an old 


Engliſb Proverb : The more the Merrier, 


for me; the Fewer, rhe better 0 beer, for 
1 


Laſtly, I cannot help remarking, 
'That you upbraid my Lord of Bangor 
for advancing in his Sermon, Notions 
unbecoming a Biſhop. If the Notions 


he has advanced therein are conformas. 


ble to the plain Doctrines of the Go- 
D 2 ſpel,

ſpel, then has he done nothing, but 
what highly becomes a Biſhop, and a 


Miniſter of the Goſpel of Chrift: If 
he has preached up any Notions con- 
tradictory, or prejudicial to the ſaid 
Goſpel, it was incumbent on you, ſince 
you were reſolved to write, to give 
the Publick Proofs thereof; and 
thoſe very poſitive and evident. For 


my Part, when I read the Sermon, 
which you have ſo ſeverely and ſo dog- 


matically cenſured, I am charmed to 
find a Biſhop guarding the Purity of 


the Chriſtian Religion againſt the In- 
curſions of the Temporal Power; and 
exhorting the Laity to hold faſt the 
Goſpel. Freedom, which they have re- 


ceived from Chriſt, their ſole Law: gi- 
ver and King. This diſintereſted and 


generous Diſpoſition of Mind in a Pre- 
late, is by ſo much the more to be ad- 


5 mired and honoured, as ſuch Inſtances | 


are (with Sorrow I ſpeak it) but very 
rare in any Age or Country. This 
calls to my Remembrance, the Mag- 

nanimity 
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nanimity and Indulgence of our pre- 
ſent King towards his Subjects; when 
in repeated Inſtances he animates his 
People from the Throne, manfully to 
ſtand up in the Defence of their 


Rights and Liberties ;: for which, 1 
am apt to believe, as few Sovercign 


Princes will think themſelves behold- 
en to his Majeſty, as Biſhops will 


thank my Lord of Bangor for his ex- 


f cellent Sermon. 


I think it neceſſary to remind you, 
that you do not ſeem to have proved 
any one Objection, you have ſtarted, 
to the Sermon. It is not unlikely, you 
were very well aware of the ſtrong 


Deluſion, by which the far greateſt 


Number of your Readers art led Cap- 


tives; ſo that indeed you needed not to 


be at the Expence of Argument: it was 


ſufficient for your Purpoſe barely to af- 


firm ſuch popular Errors, as might 
ſerve your Turn, and to depend upon 


the Prejudices of the People for their 


Conv icti- 


——IW1 

Conviction. On the other Hand, 1 
humbly conceive, I have proved, tho 
not in a Scholaſtick manner, ſeveral 
Things againſt you; and others I have 
partly taken for granted, as requiring 
no Proof to a Proteſtant Reader of 
common Senſe and an ingenuous Mind. 

But let us ſuppoſe, I have not this Ad- 
vantage, I pretend to, over you; yet 
even then, the Wrong and Injuſtice will 
lie on your Side: Since it is an avowed 
Rule in all Caſes, that the Accuſer 
ſhould be much clearer and fuller in his 
Proofs of any Charge, than the Perſon 
who undertakes to defend it. Huma- 
nity, Charity, and Equity it ſelf will 
make conſiderable Allowances for the 
Defendant; at the ſame time that a 
ſtrong and convincing Evidence ſhall 
be required from the Plaintiff, eſpeci- 
ally when no Perſonal Wrong was done, 

nor intended againſt him. 


Before 1 conclude, I have one ſmall 
Favour. to requeſt of you (and my o-

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ther Readers) in behalf of the Biſhop 
of Bangor and my ſelf; which is, That 
you would ſeriouſly peruſe the Four 
Goſpels, his Lordſhip's Sermon, your 
own Letter, and mine, before you pro- 
ceed to form any farther Reſolutions 
upon the preſent Debate, or determine 
with your ſelf to acquieſce in the Judg- 
ment you have already made Publick 
upon it. And when you ſhall here- 


after think fit to enter upon Contro- 


verſy, I earneſtly intreat you not to 
undertake it without a ſufficient Com- 
petency of Leiſure, Capacity and In- 
clination.
